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“NEVA DA CATTLE RANCHES. 


J. B. Armstrong, of Santa Rosa, Cal., 
writes an interesting sketch for the 
‘Rural New Yorker on the cattle indus- 
try of Nevada, from which we quote as 
follows: 


Between the Hamboldt river in Ne- 
vada and Crooked river, in Eastern Ore- 
gon, there is a meuntain region extend- 
ing over many degrees of latitude and 
longitude, monopolized chiefly by four 
great firms of cattle kings. The terri- 
tory over which their herds roam is 
larger than the State of Pennsylvania. 
On the approach of Winter the cattle 
gather at a few central points called 
*‘sinks,’* where rivers disappear myster- 
iously in meadows BG never rise again. | 

~iBinese pinks are lakes in the Spring and 
meadows from which hay is cut in the 
Summer. The firms of Riley & Hardin, 
Todbunter & Devine and Glenn & 
French are the principal cattle owners. 
Outside of the bands owned by these, 
there are probably 10,000 head in that 
district, chiefly held by Burns, Stoffal 
& Co., who have about 8,000. Glenn & 
French own from 15,000 to 20,000. 
This is the famous Dr. Glenn, of Co- 
lusa, California, whose wheat crop 
is about 1,000,000 bushels yearly. The 
two other firms own between 25,000 and 
30,000 each. They do not know the 
exact number themselves. Their ranges 
cover a stretch of country reaching from 
the Hamboldt river, at or about the 
Central Pacific Railroad, northwardly 
to Crooked river, in Grant county, Ore- 
gon, where, during the Summer time, 
after the grand rodero, the cattle are 
suffered to run almost at will. 

Between the extreme points the dis- 
tance from near neighbors is 40 or 50 
miles after leaving the vicinity of Win- 
nemucca, and the road, though rough, 
may be traversed on wheels. A drive 
of 34 miles carries one across the pic- 
turesque Santa Rosa range to Kane’s 
Spring, a range owned by Riley & Hard- 
in, where the valley is covered with 
sagebrush. It looks a picture of deso- 
lation hemmed in by naked mountains; 
but, being watered where cleared, the 
soil produces grain. Eight miles be- 
yond is Buffalo Springs, a ranch where 
they grow 400 acres of barley. It is yet 
12 miles to their beadquarters on 
Quinn's river, where there are dwell- 
ings stables and corrals. Here are the 
meadows formed by the sink or the 
river, which yield abott 2,000 tons of 
hay. No women or children are seen. 
Men-cooks get up the ‘‘grub’’ and dis- 
pense the hospitalities. They abandon 
housekeeping in branding time,and take 
the field with tents and wagons in the 
rear of the cowboys. These ranches are 
enclosed by 40 miles of wire fence. 

It is 50 miles northwestwardly to the 
next ranch owned by Riley & Hardin, 
called Oregon canyon. The intervening 
country of small guiches and rough 
mountain-sides affords considerable feed 
but would be valueless to a squatter, 
because the living water, here and there, 
is owned,’ There is still another reason, 
which is, that the Winters are some- 
times very severe and stores of bay are 
needed, especially forthecows. During 
the Winter of 1873-74 Riley & Hardin 
lost 2,000 cattle. In 1878-79 their loss 
was still greater, though they had more 
than 1,000 tons of hay to eke out the 
feed. The timber consists of a few scat- 
tering quaking asp trees along the water 
courses, and the only other shelter is 
the leeward sides of the hills. © 

Warm Springs ranch is still 150 miles 
beyond. ‘The road leads through Tod- 
hunter & Devine’s range of 50,000 
acres, most of which is patented. Isaac 
Foster is manager of the Oregon ranch, 
where there are 12,000 cattle. ‘Being in 
the region of fine bunch grass, very 

little hay is needed. ~When pinched 
with the cold and the ground is covered 
with snow, there is plenty of browse on 

-wood and brown sage, which 

eeps cattle in fair condition. Itis not 

the sort of sage seen from the wipdows 

of railway cars, but a variety of smaller 
growth, which is more palatable. 

Few: beeves are shipped East, though 
Riley & Hardin sold 200 head at $61 
apiece last Spring for Chicago. San 
Francisco is their chief market, and the 
Quinn's River station is the point of de- 
parture, or clearing station, for all the 
others. Col. Hardin has charge here, 
with 400 saddle horses in reserve at the 
different ranches for his men. 


ACQUIRING LANDS, 


Beef cattle have greatly increased in 
value during the past two years. As an 
illustration, it may be mentioned that 
when John Taylor, a former partner of 
Riley & Hardin, disposed of his one- 
third interest to them in the Warm 
Springs ranch, over two years ago, he 
considered they were dealing liberally 
with him in aliowing $12 per head for 
his undivided share. The same kind 
rate now at $25. Land &

ive to the States. While on the way 
east one partner sold out to the other 
for $260,000 profit. Riley & Hardin 
had « aeighbor named Brown who was 
located in Oregon canyon, where his 
little kingdom was undisturbed by rival 
claimants. He had corraled all the 
water and stretched a barbed wire fence 
around 2,000 acres of green meadow- 
land where the stream

| the payment of 20 per cent. in hand aad 
one dollar an acre thereafter, with in- 
terest, day of payment deferred indefi- 
nitely, conditioned upon the laad being 
drained. The Desert Land Grab Act 
values the land in the same way, and 
permita the purchaser to enter all he 
can pay for. Brown had not made 4n 
entry. His title was merely possessory ; 
but in that dt was good against all the 
world unti) the land was put in the 
market. His chief outlay was $3,000 
for posts, wire and fencing. He had 
3,000 grown cattle and 600 or 700 
calves. It cost as much to keep ap this 
detached station as if he owned 10,000 
head. So he offered to sell out, lock, 
stock and barrel—3,000 cattle (not 


counting calves) for $11 each, and $3,-, 


000 for impravemeuts—totel, -$36,000; 
one-third in hand, as soon as the cattle 
were hunted up, the balance in one and 
two years with 10 per cent. interest. 
When his offer was accepted the pur- 
chasers found enough bullocks in mar- 
ketable condition to ship off to San 
Francisco, with the proceeds of which 
to make the first payment in the Spring 
of 1880. The natural increase of the 
herd, without making any other addi. 
tion to it, together with the rapid ad- 
vance in prices, enabled the buyers to 
meet the payments of 1881-§2, leaving 
them at present a drove worth fuliy 
$100,000. Later on they entered the 
2,000 acres of meadows controlling the 
range for $2,500, and now possess a 
ranch well worth $20,000, This was 
the neatest speculation ever made 
by these cattle kings, though their an- 
nual profits, from cattle growing, are 
set down at abont $75,000. During 
hay-cuttiug and branding time they em- 
ploy 75 men. 

In the Winter but few were kept. 
There are more than 8,000 cows, many 
of them grades, and 200 Durham bulls. 
These were purchased of well-known 
breeders in California. They are con- 
stantly improving thefr stock, and year 
by year farnishing the markets of the 
coast with better beeves. 

LOSSES: 

Interviewing Mr. Riley, I inquired if 
he and his partner did not often lose 
small bands of cattle which were alway« 
roaming at will. He thought not; at 
least they never missed any. If, by ac- 
cident, those belonging to the next 
range were discavered with a neighbor's 
herd they were promptly driven home. 
It is the interest of all to cultivate the 
most friendly relations, and dishonest 
cowboys are not tolerated or employed. 
Parties of hunters sometimes get short 
of meat and are told to kill a bullock, 
or are given a quarter of beef, as a mat- 
ter of course. A funny story is current 
here respecting such rights in property 
when bunger presses; but I do not 
vouch for its truth. Some cowboys 
were dining oue day off an ox which 
bore the brand of a neighbor, as evi- 
denced by the hide, which a passing 
wayfarer noted as he rode by. Arrived 
that evening at the owner’s shanty be 
was mean enoughto inform him. The 
lord of countless herds, then engaged in 
butchering, looked up and carelessly 
remarked, ‘‘Drat the difference; I’m 
skinning one of theirs!’’ 

At intervals of a few years apart there 
are Indian wars all along the lines of 
these frontiers. Straggling bands of 
savages, tempted by plunder, some- 
times make raids after cattle, and start 
them off into the mountains. But the 
travel of oxen is not so swift as the pur- 
suit of the hardy plainsmen, who live 
half the time in the saddle.

THE NEXT PANIC. 


Our next panic, Bullion says, will 
not come from lack of labor, money 
or products. The producing districts 
of this country are too wide, abundant 
and rich, too well manned and have 
too great facilities for transportation, 
to admit ofanything more than strict- 
ly local troubles, capable of prompt 
repair from surplus of other sections 
certain to be found withinreach. Our 
body politic is in no danger from loss 
of good blood, not nearly se much as 
from excess of it. But we are face to 
face with serious danger, and that is 
congestion through unhealthy. con- 
centrations of capital. Our national 
Treasury and our railroad interests are 
the weakest points at present. The 
immense surplus from over taxation, 
concentrated in the United States 
Treasury, and the enormous sums 
paid to builders of railroads this year, 
more than equal the surplus earnings 
of our people. Every energy should 
now be used to undo these grave evils, 
and get the surplus earnings of the 
people into circulation which bears 
fruit—into the active business of the 
country. Every man can regulate his 
business so that a panic can have no 
great, or, at least no killing effect on 
him. Debt and over-speculation place 
the victim at the mercy of every wave 
that comes along. If aman keeps his 
feet on solid ground he may have a 
dull month once in a while, but if his 
business pays at all he never need be 
broke.

A Court-House Tragedy-A Man 
Shoots His Wife and Then Him- 
self. 


Sr. Lovuts, Feb. 5. 
John C. Parker, murderer of Mike 
Payton, whose case was docketed for 
trial in the Criminal Court to-day, 
shot his wife through the head about 
noon inthe jury room ofthe Court 
and afterwards ta bullet int& bis 
own brain. Predy N. Jones, attorney, 
Mary Craft, a sister of Parker and 
Deputy Sheriff Walters, were in the 
room atthe time. She was Instantly 
killed, and at last accounts Parker 
was dying. Investigation elicited 
evidence that left little room to doubt 
that Mrs. Parker went to her death 
with full knowledge and censent, and 
with such calinness and courage as is 
seldom witnessed. Her husband per- 
suaded her toit. His sister witnessed 
the tragedy and furnished the weapon. 
Chicage in Danger of Having Her 

Water Cut Of. 

Cuicaao, Feb. 5. 
Ice is gorged at the mouth of the 
river, but as the current is very slow 
no danger from flood is anticipated. 
The chief source of anxiety is the crib 
in the lake at the sourve of the city’s 
water supply. Four men there keep 
busy removing ice from the inlet 
ports to the water tunnel and need 
more help. Ifthe inlets become clog- 
ged the city’s water supply will be 
shut off. The men have provisions for 
only ajfew daysand it is impossible 
to get to them with a tug. The at- 
tempt to cross the broken ice to the 

crib on foot is extremely hazardous. 


Fatal Smashup—A Conductor Whe 

Disobeyed Orders. 

WAPAKONETA, O., Feb. 5. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon a passen- 

ger train on the Dayton & Michigan 
Railway and a local freight, both run- 
nig at full speed, collided near Kirk- 
wood. Engineer Truman of the 
freight and his fireman were instantly 
killed, and engineer John Miller of 
the passenger was fatally injured. 
The fireman and baggageman W beeler 
of the passenger train have not been 
found. Several passengers were se- 
verely injured. The freight conduc- 
tor, it is said, disregarded orders. 


The Reverend Cox and His Crook- 
ed Persion Agency. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. 

The Secretary of the Interior has 
promised to take no action in the mat- 
ter of the removal of Dr. Cox, pension 
agent at San Francisco, at present. 
The fullest opportunity will be given 
him to make explanation, but the 
statements already received from him 
are unsatisfactory and the Secretary 
says it is the opinion of the Depart- 
ment that he must go. About 20 ap- 
plications for the place have been 
made to Senator Miller, but he has 
not decided whom he will recommend. 


Mailroad Causalty--Freight Train 
Burned. 
St. Louis, Feb. 6. 

A freight train on the Vandalia road 
encountered a broken rail near Mul- 
berry Grove, Ill., early yesterday 
morning and seven cars were ditched. 
A few moments later the seeond sec- 
tion of the train which followed be- 
bind rushed into the rear of the first 
section, smasbing the caboose into 
pieces and wrecking 19 cars Of the two 
trains. One engine was thrown from 
the track and down a steep embank- 
ment. A fireman (McQuade) and 
brakeman were severely injured. The 
entire section was burned. 


Whisky Men Dodging Taxes. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 5. 

No payments to-day on whisky go- 
ing out of bond, It is estimated that a 
quarter of a million will go out in this 
district to-morrow. Four hundred 
barrels were exported by one house to- 
day to escape payment oftax. Otber 
houses bave been availing themselves 
of the same privileges during the past 
few weeks, but it is not believed that 
any considerable percentage of bonded 
goods in this district has been ex- 
ported. 
Greenbackers in Conference--An 

Address to the People. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. 

The Greenback representatives in 
Congress held a conference to-night 
and engaged in the preparation of an 
address to the people of the United 
States, which will be made public in a 
few days. A general conference of 
Greenbackers, including délegates 
from various States, will be held in 
this city on Wednesday.

Advices from Indian Terrttory are 


to the effect that the Indians are 
greatly excited and stirred up regard- 
ing the threatened invasion of Okla- 
homa by Payne aed his follewers.

He does not 
think any will comethis way. Nearly 
all the Chinese in Cuba went out by 
way et the Cape of Good Hope and the 
Senator expecis all will return that 
way. If any considerable number 
should land on the eastern coast to go 
tu the Pacitic he would look upon 
their arrival with suspicion, and pains 
would be taken to see that they did 
not slop en route across the continent. 


The Nicaragua Canal Bill — Its 
Prospects in the Senate. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. 

Senator Miller says he will try to 
passthe Nicaragua bill in the Senate 
as soon as the tariffis out o! the way. 
Since the guarantee clause was strick- 
en out he finds the minority of the 
Senators in favor of the bill. Opposi- 
tion will come principally from friends 
of Eads’ ship railway bill. The Eads 
bill provides for a subsidy, but since 
the Nicaragua Company abandoned 
its guarantee clause, Eads’ friends 
have also concluded to ask for a sim- 
ple act of incorporation. Miller says 
if hecan get time and opportunity to 
press the canal bill it will pass. 


Desperate Jealousy. 
LOUPEE City, Neb., Feb. 5. 
Chas, Waite, Sheriff of Sherman 
county, shot and killed his mistress, 
Mrs. Ryan, a boarding-house keeper, 
and then snicided. Jealousy was the 
cause. Waite and Mrs. Ryan had 
been engaged to be married, but she 
broke the engagement, having mean- 
time fallen in love with another man. 
Waite endeavored to talk her into re- 
turning his affections once more, but 
she refused, whereupon be drew a 
revolver and ended both their lives. 


Unprecedented Cold Weather in 
Texas—Much Suffering 
Sr. Louis, Feb. 6, 

Cold weather in Texas continues 
and is reported to bethe severest ex- 
perienced there for many years. The 
mercury in some places in the north- 
ern part ofthe State dropped to zero 
and at Austin and San Antonio it fell 
to 10 above.

CARP RAISING.

and from his plant he now has 
thousands of carp of various sizes. 
Last Spring, ten of the young fry 
were taken from one pond and 
placed in a smaller one by them- 
selves—the aggregate weight of the 
ten being one-half pouund—where 
they were fed and attended to.

THINK BEFORE YOU THUMP 


A Chapter to Parents in Punishing 
Children. 

There is a time in the lifé of 
every father when the momentous 
question comes up: Tospank or not 
to spank? Mothers seldom give 
the subject any thought, but with 
generous impetuosity decide the 
matter in the affirmative when- 
ever vceasion calla for quick and 
speedy action. But to the more 
methodical and less impulsive 


mind of the philosophically in- 
clined male parent it is a matter of 
the gravest importance if he is to 
supplement moral suasion with 
manual demonstration or not. Much 
can be argued in favor of the prac- 
tice. If judiciously exercised it is 
sure to make an impression; after 
a touching episode of this pature, a 
youngster will never sit down to 
meditate without feeling very viv- 
idly the force of the fatherly ad- 
monitien.
